Indiana Driver Unaware

Richard M. Senturia, 
Realty Man, Dies. 


Richard M. Senturia, real estate 
man, was killed at 1 a.m. today at 
Union and Delmar boulevards 
when his automobile collided with 
the automobile of an out-of-town 
visitor, who said he attempted to 
make an illegal left turn because 
he was not familiar with St. Louis 
traffic signals. 

Witnesses told police that Sen- 
turia was driving south in Union 
and started through the intersec- 
tion on the green light. Harold 
Lyon, a buyer, of Terre Haute, 
Ind., driving north, turned left 
into Delmar, and the machines 
collided. Senturia’s automobile 
swerved to the curb and hit a 
street light standard. 

Senturia was pronounced dead 
of head and internal injuries at 
City Hospital. Lyon is in the hos- 
pital with a fractured right knee 
and scalp wounds. He told of- 
ficers he was confused by the 
signal, thinking a left turn was 
permissible. Left turns, permitted 
at some crossings on a White light 
or arrow, are not allowed at Union 
and Delmar, a major traffic in- 
tersection. 

Senturia, 42 years old, was head 
of a real estate firm bearing his 
name, with offices in the Buder 
Building. He lived with his mother, 
Mrs. Sadie Senturia, a widow, at 
5788A M n avenue. 

Lyon, who gave his address as 
37 Barton avenue, Tere Haute, was 
booked for the coroner.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 13— 
Union carpenters here who offered 


to take a 20 per cent wage cut on 
home construction jobs last week, 
frankly admit they made the pro- 
posal because they had priced 
themselves out of jobs. 

Since last spring, when they de- 
manded and received a 15 per 
cent wage increase, they have 
watched non-union carpenters 
take a larger share of the avail- 
able jobs, until now almost all 
residential construction is on an 
open shop basis. 

At the same time, home-build- 
ing has declined rapidly. To 
stimulate more building and to 
get the work away from non- 
union men, the carpenters voted 
two to one to take a wage cut. 

Last April, the wage scale for 
carpenters was increased from 
$1.63% an hour to $1.87%. 

Jobs Fall After Pay Rise. 

“Before that increase,” Tom W. 
McFarland, business representa- 
tive of the union, related, “half 
the home-building was by union 
carpenters and half by non-union. 
After the increase in wages, most 
jobs gradually went non-union.” 

There are at least 400 non- 
union carpenters here, compared 
with 500 in the union, McFarland 
reported. “Our men felt we ought 
to establish a lower wage scale 
for residential work because non- 
union men were taking almost all 
the jobs, and contractors and real 
estate firms were taking too big a 
profit.” 

cFarland volunteered the in- 
formation that some union car- 
penters put their cards in their 
pockets and took jobs at lower 
pay on open shop construction 
projects, to keep working. 

He estimated contractors here 
were charging 10 to 20 per cent 
above production costs. However, 
the contractors themselves said 
their usual gross profit was about 
10 per cent and sometimes as 
little as 7% per cent. 

Profit Cut Hoped For. 

The carpenters hope contractors 
will cut their profit margin 20 
per cent, A few builders have 
agreed to go along but others say 
they can make no reductions un- 
less all labor and material costs 
drop. One material supplier, à 
lumber dealer, advertised that he 
would reduce his prices. 

If the carpenters’ offer is ap- 
proved by their international 
union, the AFL United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters & Joiners, 
Local 978 hopes other building 
crafts will take similar action on 
wages. Up to now, however, no 
other aul has indicated it will 
follow: suit.

$58,875 ARENA RENT 
CAUSES CHANGE OF 
POLICE CIRCUS SITE 


A demand by the Arena man- 
agement of $58,875 for rental and 
other charges for use of that 
structure has caused the Police 
Relief Association to schedule this 
year’s police circus at Kiel Aud- 
itorium where the cost will be 
$15,500, it was announced today. 

The $50,000 rental and supple- 
mentary charges asked by the 
Arena management were for a 15- 
day period. Because the Kiel Audi- 
torium convention hall accommo- 
dates only about 9000 spectators 
as compared with the 15,000-person 
capacity of the Arena, the circus 
will run for 19 days at the Audi- 
torium, Maj. Raymond Dowling, 
president of the relief associa- 
tion said. It is scheduled for 
April 20 through May 8, with 14 
matinees and 19 evening per- 
formances. 

The association threatened to 
hold last year’s circus at Walsh 
Stadium when the Arena manage 
ment raised the rental from $15,- 
000 to $50,000. When half the 
rental was refunded to the asso- 
ciation as a donation by Barnes 
Brothers Circus which had the ex- 
clusive booking privilege on cir- 
cuses at the Arena, the associa- 
tion returned to the Arena. The 
city’s firemen, faced with similar 
high rentals, did, in fact, turn to 
Walsh Stadium for their rodeo 
last year.

eaders, was issued in January 
1946. 

At first, it was c‘assed as top 
secret, Later it was graded down 
to allow defense attorneys for the 
25 class AAA Japanese war crimi- 
nals to use it in their appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court. 
Specifically it prohibited prose- 
cution of the Emperor “pending 
receipt of a further directive.” 
Reliable zources said no further 
directive ever was received by 
MacArthur, 

These sources said the decision 
not. to prosecute Hirohito, who 
was commander-in-chief of Japan’s 
armed forces, came from a United 
States “governmental level,” which 
was not further identified. The 
Chiefs of Staffs then issued the 
order. At that time, the Far East- 
ern Commission had not been 
formed as an advisory body on 
policy for the occupation. 

In January 1946 members of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff were Fleet 
Adms, William D. Leahy and 
Chester Nimitz, and Gens. of the 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
H. H. Arnold.

AIR. FORCE PLANE 
GUIDED TO SAFETY 
BY A TRANSPORT 


An Air Force pilot, who became 
lost in the overcast early. last 
night while flying from Biloxi, 
Miss., to Scott Air Force Base, 
was. guided to a safe landing at 
Lambert-St.Louis Field by the 
pilot of a commercial air liner, 
who heard about the plight of the 
Air Force pilot by radio and hap- 
pened to see the lights of the 
plane south of the city. 

The Air Force pilot, Capt. Thom- 
as E. Morgan, of Scott Air Force 
Base, radioed the Lambert Field 
control tower shortly before 5 p.m.

Within minutes Nel- 
son picked up t lights of the 
bomber, The control tower then 
got in radio communication with 
both pilots and Nelson instructed 
Capt. Morgan to close in on his 
plane and follow him in. 
Although both planes were fly- 
ing in overcast, Capt. Morgan was 
able to stay within view of 
the lights of the airliner as Nelson 
led -him toward a runway. Both 
planes broke out of the clouds 
at 900 feet, and the Air Force 
plane came in for a perfect land- 
ing shortly after 6 o'clock, with 
one hour’s fuel in its tanks.

PEIPING, Jan. 13 (AP) — Chi- 
nese Communists have laid down 
specific conditions for the begin- 
ning of national peace talks, a 
source here said today. He listed 
them as: 

1. Removal of Chiang Kai- 
shek and Vice President Li 
Tsung-jen from office. 

2. Scrapping of the Chinese 
constitution. 

3. A mutual cease-fire order 


with both sides holding their 
present positions. 


4. Examination and punish- 
ment of “war criminals.” Chiang 
heads the Communist list. 


5. Establishment of a coali- 
tion government with a five, 
three, four ratio—five Commu- 
nist members, three Kuomin- 
tang members and four repre- 
senting all other Chinese politi- 
| cal parties. 

The Communists, according to 
this source, apparently did not 
specify whether the Kuomintang 
referred to was the present Gov- 
ernment party or the “Kuomin- 
tang revolutionaries,” as the Reds 
classify Marshal Li Chi-sen and 
other Kuomintang dissidents. This 
naturally would be an important 
point for Nanking.

Headquarters of Gen. Fu Tso-yi, 
Nationalist commander here, ad- 
mitted that 600 Communists at- 
tacked Tehshengmen (Gate of Vic- 
torious Peace) yesterday and got 
within 300 yards of it before they 
were beaten back. The gate con- 
trols one of the important en- 
trances to this ancient city of cul- 
ture and beauty. 

During the attack several Com- 
munist shells exploded inside the 
wall, one within 100 feet of the 
United States Information ervice 
office. 

Fu’s headquarters said 200 Reds 
were killed in the attack. The 
battle was heard throughout the 


city. 

Landmark Sacrificed. 
Already one of the city’s famous 
landmarks, Tis Pailou (Archway) 
spanning the Street of Eternal 
Peace, has been sacrificed to the 
war. It is being torn down to 
clear a new airfield on the north- 
ern side of the legation quarter, 
where palatial homes are now oc- 
cupied largely by foreign business 
men. 

Fu's headquarters also said the 
situation around Tatung, in north- 
ern Shansi province, is becoming 
critical again. The Chinese Air 
Force is trying to fly out depend- 
ents of Nationalist Army person- 
nel at the big coal center. If 
Tatung is lost, Taiyuan will be 
the only city in the whole of 
Shansi province still held by Na- 
tionalists. It has been under 
siege since Oct. 4 of last year. 

Pro-Government reports from 
Tientsin said the Reds encircling 
that industrial city were standing 
pat on their demand for uncondi- 
tional surrender of the city. 

Ping Min Jih Pao, Peiping 
newspaper owned by Gen. Fu, said 
four Tientsin City Council dele- 
gates brought back this reply yes- 
terday from a second visit to the 
Red area. Others newspapers 
carried the same report. 

(The Chinese Communist radio 
heard in San Francisco said to- 
day nationalist Gen. Tu Li-ming 
would be punished as an example 
to other national leaders the 
Reds list as “war criminals.” The 
Reds said they captured Tu Jan.

— Carl Delaney, former tel- 
ler for the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., was sentenced today to 
serve. three gears in a penitentiary 
after pleading guilty of embezzle- 
ment of $14,150 from the bank. 
The 43-year-old defendant, who 
was earning $205 a month after 
26 years in the bank’s employ, told 
investigators he lost about $10,000 
of the stolen funds in gambling at 
the Hyde Park Club on the East 
Side, and $3000 betting on horses 
at the Fairmount race track. 
“It’s the old story of wine, 
women, song and a few horses,” 
Sigmund Bass, attorney for De- 
laney, asserted. “I think he de- 
serves sympathy.” 
“Yes,” said United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore, “and 
it’s the old, old story of trying to 
live on starvation wages. I’m sur- 
prised that a bank that size, hav- 
ing men handling large sums of 
money, pays such wages. If em- 
ployes weren't worth more than 
that, they ought to let them go.“ 
Delaney claimed he did “two 
men’s work,” serving as teller at 
the windows in addition to han- 
dling the duties of returned items 
teller, and frequently was so busy 
he could not go to lunch. In 1938, 
when he was making $2020 a year, 
he asserted, a $900 shortage was 
uncovered and he made it good 
although he had not taken. the 
money. The bank cut his annual 
pay $500 shortly thereafter “in the 
hope I'd resign,” he said, adding 
that a series of $100-a-year in- 
creases later restored the cut. 
Assistant United States Attor- 
ney David M. Robinson read a 
statement Delaney made to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
It related Delaney had been un- 
happily. married, had an affair 
with another woman and induced 
his wife to get a divorce.

Later in the day, the President 
said Sritish-American relations 
are not strained as a result of the 
Palestine crisis. The assertion 
Was in response to questions at 
a press conference, Reporters had 
sought to draw him out on his 
meeting with Franks. Truman 
would not discuss his talk with 
the British envoy. 

The President said that the 
American position on Israel and 
the Palestine controversy was 
made clear in a statement by 
Philip Jessup to the United Na- 
tions General Assembly in Paris 


Jast Nov. 20. He said that position | 


has not changed. 

Lovett disclose to a news con- 
ference yesterday that the United 
States had expressed concern to 
the British Government over 
troop movements in the Palestine 
area. He emphasized at the same 
time that American policy is di- 
rected toward putting across an 
effective armistice in the Jewish- | 
Arab fighting. 

No Note, Just a Talk. 

Franks tcld reporters he deliv- 
ered no note but “quite literally 
talked with the President.” 
A reporter asked whether he 
gave Truman assurances that Brit- 
ain would take no action in its 
dispute with Israel over the shoot- 
ing down of five British planes, 
which might interfere with Israeli- 
Egyptian truce negotiations that 
began today on the island of 
Rhodes. Franks replied that any 
comment on what took place 
would have to come from the 
President. 

Franks asked for the confer- 
ence with Truman. Dispatches 
from London said he had received 
instructions to make it clear to 
Truman that: 

1. Britain. regards the Jews 
as the aggressors in the pres- 
ent phase of the Palestine war. 

2. Britain feels that unless 
Jews and Arabs get a settle- 
ment the “security, tranquillity, 
peace” of the Middle East will 
remain upset, with results that 
can only benefit Communism. 

3. British will regard a Jew- 
ish attack on the Red Sea port 
of Aqaba, or on any other part 
of Trans-Jordan, as an attack 
on itself now that King Abdul- 
lah has invoked the British- 
Trans-Jordan mutual defense 
treaty. 

4. Britain does not intend to 
suspend the precautionary meas- 
ures it has taken in the conflict 
area. (This includes alerting of 
naval units in east Mediterran- 
ean bases; dispatch of British 
troops to Aqaba; placing of 
British airfields in the Suez Ca- 
nal zone of Egypt on a war- 
preparedness basis.)

Ad- 
ministration was reported “loose,” 
with Bennett spending consider- 
able time away from his job. 

Director of Public Safety T. P. 
Sullivan, whose department con- 
trols prisons, reported to the Gov- 
ernor on the situation Tuesday 
and Stevenson acted after further 
investigation confirmed the re- 
ports, the spokesman said. One 
condition complained of, it was 
stated, was that 53 of the prison’s 
1210 inmates were currently in. 
solitary confinement. Most of the 
prisoners are youthful first of- 
fenders, 

Sullivan said Clarence L. Far- 
ber, superintendent of prisons, 
would take over as acting war- 
den, in addition to his regular 
duties. 

Bennett, a Republican, formerly 
was sheriff of DuPage county 
and had been warden at Pontiac 
since October 1941. Farber has 
been superintendent of prisons 
since 1946, when he left military 
servite. During the war he was 
in charge of prisons in Italy. He 
formerly was connected with the 
state bureau of criminal investi- 
gation,

TRUMAN PAY RISE 


Senate Policy Committee 
Decides to Raise No 
Objection to Increases 
for 3 Officials, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP)— 
Senate Republican leaders today 
agreed to allow speedy passage of 
a bill boosting the pay of the 
President, Vice President and 


Speaker of the House. 

Chairman Taft of Ohio said this 
was decided at a closed-door stra- 
tegy meeting of the Republican 
policy committee shortly before 
the- legislation was due to reach 
the Senate floor. 

The bill calls also for salary 
boosts for Cabinet and other high 
federal officials, but Democrats 
have given up hqpe of getting im- 
mediate approval for those, de- 
spite President Truman’s plea for 
prompt action. 

In telling reporters of the pol- 
icy group’s decision, Taft said: 
We decided to raise no objec- 
tions as a party if the bill is cut 
down to include only the Presi- 
dent, Vice President and Speaker. 
Of course our decision will not 
prevent individual Senators from 
making objections.” 

Pension System Safeguard. : 

Taft said the Republicans also 
wanted to make sure the bill does 
not make any change in the pen- 
sion system. The House Speaker 
is entitled to a pension, as well 
as other Government executives 
originally slated for pay boosts as 
the bill was drafted. 

The bill, as approved by the 
Senate Civil Service Committee, 
would increase the President’s pay 
by $25,000 and give him a new 
$50,000 expense allowance. It car- 
ries smaller rises for the Vice 
President, Speaker and other top 
executives, 

Senator Lucas of Illinois, as- 
sigtant Democratic leader, said he 
would “feel compelled” to ask that 
all except pay increases for the 
President, Vice President and 
Speaker ‘be dropped from the bill 
at this time. 

He said this is because the bill 
can be taken up quickly in the 
House only under procedure that 
would permit one member to block 
consideration. 

Donnell Wants Accounting. 

Senator Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, in behalf of himself and 
Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, in- 
troduced an amendment, to re- 
quire an accounting of the, addi- 
tional expense accounts of $50,000 
for the President, and $10,000 each 
for the Vice President and House 
Speaker. The bill, as written, 
would require no accounting. 

Lucas jumped up to demand an 
explanation of Donnell’s “incon- 
sistency” in not having insisted 
on an accounting by members of 
Congress of the $2500 expense ac- 
count given them in the congres- 
sional reorganization act two years 
ago. Lucas said he was certain 
Donnell was “here at that time.” 

Donnell offered a “frank admis- 
sion of inconsistency—there was a 
mistake made in the passing of 
the reorganization act in omitting 
to provide for an accounting.” 

Senator Morse protested that too 
many government officials are liv- 
ing too high. He said it should 
not be considered necessary for 
Fovernment officials to give “cock- 
tail parties that cost from $500 to 
$2000.” 


Morse added that the “high life” 
in the nation’s capital is discour- 
aging able men in the “grass 
roots” from coming here to serve 
in government. They are told, he 
said, they need large private 
means to keep up the pace,

WASHINGTON, Jan, 13 (AP)— 
President Truman stirred thoughts

“I needed to see the Secretary 
of State, so I went to see him. 
Im glad I went because we re-

There was nothing significant 
in the visit insofar as foreign pol- 
icy is concerned, he said, It was 
“just a personal visit, and a 
pleasant one.” 

And that was that. 

It was Truman’s second unher- 
alded flight out of Washington 
since he became President April 
12, 1945. Early in his administra- 
tion, he flew to Missouri to visit 


his mother, the late Mrs. Martha 
E. Truman. 

Charles G. Ross, presidential 
secretary, who was in the small 


party that flew with Truman, said 
that when the President walked 
in the Marshall cottage at Pine- 
hurst, the general was “flabber-

“My goodness! Where did you 
come from?”

He said private in- 
dustry is outbidding the Govern- 
ment for able men. 

The Civil Service Committee 
took the same view, saying “the 
present salary scale at the very 
top is obsolete.” 

Provisions of Bill. 


Under the legislation the Presi- 
dent’s salary would be increased 
from $75,000 to $100,000. The $50,- 
000 expense allowance it also pro- 
vides would be tax free and in 
addition to $40,000 he now has for 
traveling and maintenance ex- 
penses. 

The Vice President and Speaker 
would receive salaries of $30,000 
each, an increase of $10,000. They 
also would get $10,000 expense al- 
lowances. 

Cabinet members would be in- 
creased by the bill from 315,000 
to $25,000.

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FEWER BUT BIGGER STRIKES 
IN 1948; IMPACT VIEWED AS 
GREAT AS 1947 WALKOUTS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP) 

HE Department of Labor 
T reported today that there 

were fewer but bigger 
strikes in 1948, with an impact 
on the nation’s economy “prob- 
ably as great, or greater” than 
1847 walkouts. 

The report listed about 3300 
work stoppages involving 2,- 
000,000 workers in labor dis- 
putes last year. This was about 
10 per cent less than the 3693 


strikes affecting 2,170,000 work- 
ers in 1947. 


The lost time amounted to 
34,000,000 man-days in 1948, 
just slightly under the 34,600,- 
000 in 1947. 


The strike idleness reported 
averages about haif a day a 
year for each of the 60,000,000 
workers in the nation. 

The figures for 1947 and 1948 
were far below the peak year 
of 1946, when 4895 strikes af- 
fected 4,600,000 workers with a 
time loss of 116,000,000 man- 
days. 


In figuring lost time due to 
strikes, the department’s Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics covers 
‘only workers directly involved 
at plants on strike. It does not 
measure secondary effects on 
other plants whose employes 
may be made idle to some ex- 
tent, too, because of shortages 
of materials or services:

HUTCH-OCCUPIED 
FORMER CAPITAL 


Wreck Power Station and 
Cut Telephone Lines 
Attacks in Other Areas 
Reported. ,

BATAVIA, Jan. 13 (AP) — The 
Dutch conquerors of the Republic 
of Indonesia today reported a dam- 
aging guerrilla attack on Jogja~- 
karta, the republic’s fallen capital, 
but said the raiders paid heavily 
in casualties. 

The Indonesian guerrillas 
plunged Jogjakarta into darkness 
by destroying a transformer sta- 
tion in a raid Monday night and 
also cut telephones lines and at- 
tempted te set fires, the Dutch 
army said. It added that main 
power lines were “untouched and 
the damage has already been re- 
paired.” It did not say whether 
fires actually were set by the 
raiders. 

This first Dutch admission of 
trouble in the former capital said. 
the attacking force was wiped out, 
“for the greater part” and only 
two Dutch soldiers were wounded. 

Reports by Indonesians, 

The guerrillas’ underground 
“hillside radio” reported one band 
“annihilated” a Dutch occupation 
force at the town of Randudong-: 
kal, 50 miles northwest of Jogja- 
karta, and still holds it. The radio 
said other raiding bands swept out: 
of the hills in the same area at- 
tacking other towns, and waged 
harassing sorti2s in west Java. 
There was no confirmation of 
these repofts from Dutch forces, 

It was disclosed that even as 
the Dutch were seizing Jogjakarta 
the night of Dec. 19, republican 
President Soekarno and other 
leaders were writing a plan to 
fight back by means of sabotage, 
Racing through the city, Dutch 
paratroopers captured Soekarno 
and his aids before he could de- 
liver a prepared radio speech tell- 
ing his people to fight the Dutch.

The text declared Holland never 
can “smash our fighting spirit or 
erase or decrease the independence 
of the people.”

RIVER AREA PARKING 


The city’s venture into the park- 
ing lot business has become 80 
profitable that the National Park 
Service has decided to take a cut 
of the proceeds. 

Under terms of a new lease ap- 
proved by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment today for con- 
tinued use of the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial area 
as a municipal parking lot, the 
park service stands to gain about 
$5000 a year. 

The old lease, which expires next 
March 1, permits the city to use 
the area for $1 a year. The new 
lease provides that the city will 
get the first $10,000 of annual re- 
ceipts from the 15-cent parking 
fees, but. everything above $10,000 
is to be split between the city and 
the park service. 

Receipts from fees for parking 
private automobiles on the lot 
have been averaging about $20;000 
a year.

Knetzer was asked by Hugh 
Cross, Jerseyville lawyer repre- 
senting the trustee in the Knetzer 
bankruptcy, why Kramer had re- 
turned two of the five notes given 
him by Knetzer for $500,000 each, 
in connection with their transac- 
tions. 

When Knetzer remained silent, 
Cross addressed the federal ref- 
eree in bankruptcy, Thomas Wil- 
liamson of Edwardsville, who was 
oa ‘the hearing. 

ttorney Causes Stir. 

“This witness,” Cross said, “is 
nodding to his attorneys, looking 
for answers.” 

There was a stir among the 100 
spectators, most of them creditors 
of the two bankrupts. Referee 
Williamson said to Cross that his 
remark was “uncalled. for,” and 
warned the spectators against 
making a disturbance. 

Knetzer finally said: “I was try- 
ing to think if there were any 
reasons for his returning the 
notes.” 

“Why were they returned?” the 
questioner demanded, and the wit- 
ness replied: “I refuse to answer 
on the ground that I might in- 
criminate myself.” 

A legal argument followed, and 
the referee sustained Knetzer in 
his refusal. The ruling was re- 
peated, after G. W. Horsley, repre-

INSURANCE FIRMS’ 
BUSINESS LOANS 
UNDER INQUIRY

half billion,” about one half of 
what it is now. 

Committee Studying Situation. 

That the financial phenomenon 
has created a situation meriting 
urgent attention was unquestioned 
by insurance company spokesmen. 
An “industry committee,” com- 
posed of company executives led 
by Leroy A. Lincoln, Metropolitan 
president, is co-operating with 
legislators and supervisors in an 


development. 

The condition is due inherent- 
ly to vast increases of insurance 
company assets available for in- 
come earning Investment. These 
assets are estimated at 652,000. 
000,000. Investments are limited 
by respective state laws. State 
regulations differ in particulars, 
but generally, life insurance 
companies are enjoined from in- 
vesting more than 10 per cent of 
assets in any one concern. 

That limitation does not apply 
to the nature or kind of invest- 
ment. Thus, in New York, up to 
40 per cent of assets may be used 
for private placements although 
not more than 10 per cent can go 
to any single enterprise. A glance 
at the foregoing list of assets dis- 
closes that even that sum would 
be immense. 

Private placements are loans se- 

cured by debentures or bonds of 
corporations. Purchased “over- 
the-counter” instead of in open 
market, these bonds are priced or 
“valued” by private negotiation 
instead of by competitive bidding 
as in the case of listed securities. 
Not for public sale, they are ex- 
empt from Securities and Ex- 
change Commission regulation or 
approval. 
The frequency with which in- 
surance concerns have relied on 
this type of investment to obtain 
favorable interest rates is what 
has invoked unprecedented com- 
plications, Both supervisory and 
company authorities. agree no im- 
mediate cause for alarm is pres- 
ent, but join in casting apprehen- 
sive eyes on the future. 

Check on Loan After Made. 

An important potential danger 
is foreseen by Insurance Depart- 
ment examiners of New York 
State whose function is to value 
company assets. The current prac- 
tice is to check the loans, evaluat- 
ing them after they have been 
consummated. They may be de- 
valued or “written down” if the 
examiner finds they are not up to 
par. In effect, that is locking the 
barn after the horse has gone. 

Suggestions that Insurance 
Department accountants should 
evaluate private placements be- 
fore they were purchased and 
placed in company assets, were 
vigorously opposed by insurance 
executives. They declared this 
procedure, now part of standard 
banking supervision, would 
mean that government would di- 
rect all insurance company in- 
vestment. 

On the point, State Insurance 
Superintendent Robert E. Di- 
neen testified he was not Cer- 
tain that “evaluation before pur- 
chase” was the proper protec- 
tion for policy-holders. He added 
that it was evident such a course 
would be “getting away from the 
known concept of the life insur- 
ance business and getting more 
and more into the banking con- 
cept.” 

Another puzzle, posed but un- 
solved, before the committee was 
how to suggest satisfactory sub- 
stitutes if special limitations were 
placed on private transactions. In 
New York and elsewhere, pur- 
chase of common stocks is prohib- 
ited. Modification of this rule 
has been considered but without 


great enthusiasm.

ADMIT HIGH PAY 
CUT THEIR JOBS

one-bedroom house costs a mini- 
mum of $5500 here; a two-bedroom 
house, $8000 and up, and a three- 
bedroom house, $10,500 or more. 

He conceded that neither the 
men who build the houses nor 
other persons of moderate in- 
comes could afford to buy homes 
at present prices. Contractors 
agreed that higher-priced homes 
had been “priced out of the Mar- 
ket” and few low-cost homes were 
being built. 

After discussing the proposed 
wage cut at several meetings, the 
carpenters voted 62 to 28 in favor 
of the proposal. They hoped to 
keep the news under cover until 
their international union had ap- 
proved, but word got out and a 
local radio station broke the story’. 
Press services carried the report 
of the carpenters’ unusual action 
all over the country. The news 
was greeted as a_ significant 
“straw in the wind.”

Describes Job Situation. 

During the fall, as many as 150 
to 200 union carpenters were out 
of work from time to time, McFar- 
land continued.

We don't know exactly why 
conditions improved since Jan. 1. 
There has been some increase in 
construction of store fronts and 
storm doors and in minor repairs.”

CHICAGO, Jan. 13 (UP) — 
Charles Harting Percy, 29 years 
old, who went to work for the Bel! 


& Howell Co. at $12 a week 12 
years ago, was elected president of 
the photographic equipment man- 
ufacturing firm yesterday. 

He will succeed Joseph H. Mc 
Nabb, president for 26 years, who 
died Jan. 5. McNabb received 
$63,000 a year but Percy’s new sal- 
ary was not disclosed. 

Percy was described in the an- 
nouncement as the youngest chief 
executive of a major industrial or- 
ganization in the country. He is 
a product of a co-operative train- 


ling program instituted by McNabb 


to develop executive talent from 
promising high school and college 
students. 

A director of the firm since he 
was 23, Percy said today he “never 
once asked for a raise.” 

“If I felt I had to, I'd quit,” he 


said. 
Got Start in Depression. 

Percy said the depression started 
him on his Horatio Alger rise. 

“My father was a banker,” he 
said, “and his bank failed in 1930. 
I was only 11, but I had to get 
out and make some money. I often 
wonder where I'd be now if I 
hadn’t had to work my way along.” 

Associates said his rise to the 
top of Bell & Howell Co. was ac- 
complished on his own. 

“He was nobody’s nephew or 
son-in-law, and he had no drag,” a 
company spokesman said. 

Percy held down four jobs in 
high school. He ran a mimeograph 
machine for the school, he de- 
livered papers in the morning, he 
shoveled coal and cut grass for a 
wealthy widow, and he was a park- 
ing lot carhop in the evening. 

He was in the top 5 per cent of 
his graduating class of 500 at New 
Trier Township High School north 
of Chicago, and won a scholarship 


‘ito the University of Chicago. It 


paid only his tuition. 
Organized Co-operative. 

In his freshman year of college, 
he said he waited on tables in the 
men’s dormitories eight hours a 
day. But in his sophomore year, 
he organized himself as a company 
—the Fraternity Co-operative Pur- 
chasing Agency. 

He bought fruit, vegetables, 
meat, coal, linen and other supplies 
for the 18 fraternities on the 
campus, thereby cutting their costs 
20 to 40 per cent. From each he 
collected a fee. 

By the time he was graduated, 
he had two cars and a staff of 
assistants, and was making 10 
times what he earned waiting on 
tables.

Few Changes in 
Football Rules 
Are Expected 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif., June 18 
(AP)—College grid fans probably 
will see much the same brand of 
football next fall as in 1948, 
The national intercollegiate grid 
rules committee, an august body 
which controls every whistle blow 
and every hip pad, winds up its 
annual session here late today. 
As is customary, the committee, 
headed by Chairman William J.

WOMAN ON GUAM 


Two Are Brothers—Con- 
fessions Made After Lie 
Detector Tests — Trial 
to Be Held Soon. 


AGANA, Guam, Jan. 13 (UP)— 
Three Air Force enlisted men, all 
Negroes, will go on trial shortly 
for the rape-killing of Ruth Farns- 
worth, 27 year old, of San Fran- 
ciscdé, Navy officials announced 
today. If convicted, the three men 


face death by hanging. 

Navy headquarters said Guam 
Police have formally charged the 
three men with the murder of 
Miss Farnsworth, Na civilian 
employe. They Were identified as 
Pvt, Calvin Dennis, 26, Frederick, 
Md., attached as an engineer to 
an aviation squadron; his brother, 
Pvt. Herman T. Dennis Jr., 20, 
Indianapolis, and -S-Sgt. Robert 
W. Burns, 32, Spkoane. Herman 
Dennis and Burns were attached 
to the Twelfth Air Ammunition 
Squadron, 

Lie Detector Tests. 

Navy officials said the men con- 
fessed after days of grilling and 
lie detector tests administered by 
Police Inspector Al Riedel, Berke- 
ley, Calif. The confessions ended 
Guam's greatest manhunt. 

The body of Miss Farnsworth 
was found in a jungle clearing 
near the jade shop where she 
worked last Dec. 12. She died 24 
hours later without regaining con- 
sciousness. | 

One of the most important Clues 
in cracking the case, police said, 
was Miss Farnsworth's smock, 
which was found in an automobile 
driven by Calvin Dennis. 

Brothers Confess First. 

The accounts of the where- 
abouts of the men on the night 
of the attack were recorded un- 
satisfactorily on the lie detector, 
Navy officials said. The Navy 
announcement said the Dennis 
brothers confessed first, implicat- 
ing Burns. 

The Navy reconstructed the 
crime this way: 

The three men visited the jade 
shop on the cvening of Dec. 11. 
Miss Farnsworth was alone, Her 
employer, who usually stayed with 
her nights, had gone home early. 
One man struck her down and 
another turned off the Nghts by 
disconnecting a generator wire. 

Miss. Farnsworth then was Car- 
ried unconscious to a clearing in 
a jungle area behind the build- 
ing, where she was assaulted. The 
men then returned individually to 
their barracks,

ATHENS. 


HIS is a season of unease and crisis in Greece. A state of siege 

has been proclaimed throughout the country. The morale has 

sunk dangerously low. The military courts and the gendarmerie 
have never been so busy. Business is in suspense, travel is perilous, 
and fear is an unfailing companion. | 


The cabinet, once branded as “a 
government of slumbering ghosts,” 
has been changed for another of 
the same complexion, and less 
strength. Despite the crisis, the 
parliament has been suspended 
until February. The moderate 
press speaks of the general feeling 
of defeatism and oncoming dis- 
aster. The Rightist papers clamor 
for a “determined clean-up in the 
rear,” a “preventive censorship,” 
and a “strong man.” 

More Parades, More Grumbling. 

There are more parades than 
ever before, but there is also more 
grumbling, a greater sense of 
hopelessness, and in the store 
windows there are the same goods 
still out of the common man’s 
reach, though by a wider margin. 

On the walls of Athens, there 
are posters “Slav, No!” And at the 


front, the War Minister proclaims |; 


that “Greece is engaged in a hard 
struggle imposed on her by the 
traditional enemies of the Greek 
race, the Slavs.” 

The distress is not localized. In 
a country of 7,500,000, some 65v,- 
000 are officially listed as refu- 
gees, and about 1,300,000 as ‘indi- 
gents (or not earning enough to 
maintain a 2000-calory diet). In 
the typical northern town of 
Grevena (population 3000), where 
there had been 11,000 refugees in 
April, now there are 17,000. 

The battle for Grammos has

The price tag on the Truman 
Doctrine, Greek Division, now 
reads half a billion dollars, or 
more than $66 for every man, 
woman and child in this land. 

This figure includes $37,500,000 
given to Greece for post-UNRRA 
aid; nearly $120,000,000 in eco- 
nomic aid spent up to June 30 
of last year; some $125,000,000 of 
ERP funds committed between 
last April and New Year's day; 
and about $175,000,000 spent for 
military aid in the first year of 
the Truman Doctrine. 

Much of this has gone down 
the drain, whether through in- 
efficiency, corruption, or sheer 
economic wastefulness. 
Yet the record is far from dis- 
mal. Unlike UNRRA, which suf- 
fered a grandiose misuse of its 
funds here, the United States 
Mission can point to a very real 
record of achievement. 

In four months of travel, I have 
found scarcely a corner in which 
United States aid was not being 
felt. It may have been in the form 
of new roads; or milk for the 
children; or chemical fertilizer; 
or tugs for fishermen; or DDT; 
or new port installations; or sta- 
tions for the artificial insemina- 
tion of cattle; or hospital beds, 
tractors, clathes for the needy and 
fruit juice for the sick. 

The aid was monumental in 
terms of weight and effort. Since 
August, 1947, more than 1,250,000 
tons of “Truman Doctrine sup- 
plies” have reached Greece. 
Roughly a fourth of this repre- 
sented military equipment. Of the 
remaind foodstuffs comprised 
450 ; Hquid fuel, 300,000 
tons; coal, 85,000 tons; and agri- 
— supplies, more than 40,000 

ns. 


Projects Completed. 
Equally impressive is the list of 
projects completed. Among them 
are: some 900 miles of road laid; 
nearly 6000 housing units erected; 
more than 200 schools rebuilt; 
nine airports constructed; more 
than 100,000 acres of land re- 
claimed last summer alone; 54 
hospitals and health centers built 


„or nearing completion; four major

Atomic bombs do not cause rain. 
But where they explode in stormy 
weather, rain brings down the 
dangerous atoms. Where they ex- 
plode close to earth, they suck a 
pillar of dust high into the air. 
Much of this dust is radio-active. 

All this appeared in the first 
bomb in New Mexico. Overlooked 
in the preparations was a herd of 
whiteface cattle hidden in a small 
valley. The valley was safe from 
the explosion. 

But it was a rainy morning. 
Rain and dust fell on the backs 
of the cattle. Radio-active parti- 
cles seeped under the hair. Later, 
this hair turned gray in streaks 
along the back. Then the hair fell 
out. On some cattle it grew again. 
On others sores replaced the hair. 
Long thick scars formed. 

This herd, three years later, is 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn., under ob- 
servation. None of the cattle died 
from the radio-active shower. But 
some show signs of ſowered re- 
sistance to skin troubles, Medical 
scientists are watching the thick 
scars to see if any of them turn 
into cancer. Whether that can 
happen no one knows. 


Film Was Fogged. 

Most of the dust and atomic 
smoke of the first bomb floated 
safely away miles in the air. 
Months later some grain straw, 
growing in two different water- 
sheds near the northern United 


States border, became radio-active. 
The straw was used to make pack- 
ing board for Eastman Kodak 
films. The radio-activity in the 
straw fogged the film. 


The explanation is speculative, 


but the evidence is good. Some 
of the bomb atoms had fallen to 
earth, probably in rain. The straw 
roots had picked up these atoms 
and for an unexplained reason 
had concentrated them. This 
straw contamination was too 
slight to harm humans. Film is 
far more sensitive to radio-activity 
than is a person.

Gen. Leslie Groves led 
a party of 60 men into the crater.

anyone who spent 30 days continu- 
ously in the crater, at that time, 
probably would die of radio-active 
burns, 

You could remain there much 
longer now, for the radio-activity 
is on the surface only, and it is 
slowly dying. A layer of fresh 
earth over the glass surface of 
the crater probably would shut 
off enough of the rays to make 
occupancy safe. 

Yet there still would be risks 
from buried atoms seeping up, or 
growing up in grass, or coming 
out with the earthworms, These 
are considered by some atomic 
worriers as more serious than the 
tg done by atomic explo- 

ons,

The Truman budget for the next fiscal year, 
fixed at $41,900,000,000, is expected to leave a 
deficit of about one billion dollars. Surely, at 
this time, there is no excuse for deficit financ- 
ing. The nation should pay as it goes. And then, 
to repeat, there is that astronomical debt, which 
is chewing up five billions a year in interest 
charges, in addition to hanging over our heads 
like a sword of Damocles. 


One of the knife-sharpeners is that profes- 
sional advocate of economy, Senator Byrd of 
Virginia. We have the greatest respect for 
economy, but with the Virginian it is a passion 
that does not seem rooted in reason. Byrd says 
that with reasonable economies no tax increase 
at all would be necessary, and he blithely sug- 
gests, as a step in that direction, dropping 210,- 
000 of the 2,100,000 Government employes. 


If our Government is so loosely conducted 


that 10 per cent of all employes can be lopped 
off the payroll in a single stroke without serious 
impairment of service, a lot of us would like to 
know about it. Could we spare, for example, 
one out of 10 postmen; one out of 10 tax col- 
lectors; one out of 10 members of the FBI? The 
Hoover Commission, which is making a serious 
rather than an oratorical attack upon govern- 
mental problems, has made no such proposal. 

Senator Robertson, the junior Senator from 
Virginia, joins his colleague by saying that the 
way to balance the budget is to reduce expenses. 
Representative Taber of New York, whose weird 
economies and attempted economies were one of 
the melodramas of the Eightieth Congress, is 
certain that the President’s estimates can be 
shaved substantially. Senator Bridges comes 
through with calls for “sound cuts in Govern- 
ment spending.” 

Very good. We all know that department 
heads, in presenting budget requests, ask for 
more than they expect to get, and no doubt 
there are soft spots in the present budget. Let’s 
by all means find where they are. But, as we 
showed the other day, the bulk of the budget is 
devoted to defraying the costs of past wars, of 
national defense and of aid to Europe under the 
Marshall plan. 

Less than 2 billion dollars—less than 5 per 
cent of the budgef—is devoted to routine run- 
ning expenses of government. 

Messrs. Byrd, et al., are going to find it diffi- 
cult to chop off any really great sum without 
taking it out of defense expenditures or the 
Marshall plan. As to the latter, Representative 
Taber tried to mutilate it last year and got his 
fingers burned when men of his own party like 
Senator Vandenberg vehemently protested. 

We repeat we are all for economy and hope 
the committees in both House and Senate turn 
their microscopes on the budget; even so, even 
if they are able to balance the budget by econ- 
omies, a tax rise would be advisable to apply on 
the public debt. 

It is well known that Senator Byrd, Repre- 
sentative Taber and others had no use for the 
Roosevelt New Deal and as little use for the 
Truman Fair Deal. So we suspect what they 
are really trying to do is to use the power of 
the purse to defeat some of the aims of Mr. 
Truman's progressive programs. Senator Byrd 
would like to return to the pristine days of Jef- 
fersonian Democracy. Mr. Taber is pure William 
McKinley.

tion has issued a report that is a liberal educa- 


‘tion in that field. The effort is the more com- 


mendable because the committee and its lawyers 
gave their time and paid their own expenses in 
this public service. 

The report analyzes such things as the high 


profits of loan chains through boom and depres- 


sion alike. It invites the banks to get deeper 
into this useful and profitable business. It shows 
that credit losses run below 2 per cent. The 
committee has specific measures for full public 
reporting by lenders, to end abuses and to pun- 
ish violators. It forges a weapon against the 
small-loan lobby by that the penalty 
section of the pre-1945 law may still be in force. 

The committee argues that excessive number 
of lenders is one of the worst factors in high 
interest rates. High rates, it appears, “tempted 
too many concerns into operation and insured 
at least a survival value thereafter. The upshot 
is that volume was cut very thin. . Seemingly, 
if the number of St. Louis offices had been re- 
duced from 100 down to 15 or 20, a very great 
saving would have been achieved.” The report 
goes on to prove the point. 

Public policy should aim, therefore, for fewer 
lenders. The natural way to accomplish it is to 
set interest rates under which only reasonably 
large and efficient operators can prosper. 

Here, however, the committee departs from its 
own logic. It suggests 24 per cent annual inter- 
est on the unpaid balance of loans up to $100— 
plus 14 per cent on amounts in excess of $100 
up to $500—plus 8 per cent on any i in 
excess of $500. 

The 24 per cent is three times what sens ‘and 
credit unions are charging for similar loans, and 
the committee itself repeatedly suggests that 
three times is out of reason. Indeed, the com- 
mittee apologizes for its own rate proposal by 
calling it “higher than absolutely necessary” and 
pleading that, at least, it is lower than the old 
loan law. One of its lawyers says: “If the com- 
mittee has erred, it has been in favor of the 
lending agencies.” The committee adds: “Reso- 
lution of doubts in favor of rates somewhat 
higher than facts would seem to warrant would 
involve no permanent commitment. Several 
years’ experience ought to reveal whether opera- 
tions can actually be conducted more cheap 

Caution is fine, but here it is overdrawn. A 
new loan law will inevitably raise the present 
8 per cent legal limit, rather than reduce it. 
Therefore, those lenders now in the business 
stand to gain rather than lose by it. Hence, 
there is no reason to fear that moderate new 
rates will curtail the supply of small-loan credit. 
Furthermore, the notion of reducing rates later 
is not realistic. Only the 1945 Constitution was 
able to knock out the old high rates. Rates 
can be raised if the original ones prove too low, 
but the loan lobby has effective ways to keep 
this a one-way street. 

The Legislature should act on the committee's 
facts and reject its erroneous conclusion. It 
should welcome the other recommendations, 
which are excellent, but bring more moderation 
into interest rates:

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An Unjust Georgia Law 

A Georgia law by which a murder charge has 
been nolle prossed is repugnant to the most ele- 
mentary sense of justice. 

Under it, jurors can be called to testify as 
character witnesses. Whether they testify for or 
against the character of the defendant, by the 
very act of testifying at all they demonstrate 
their unfitness to be jurors. They are unable to 
pass judgment on the case impartially, for they 
have already prejudged it in having opinions 
about the character of the defendant. 

The facts that the murder charge grew out of 
a lynching, and that the victim was a Negro and 
the defendant is a white man, are incidentals. 
What is essential about the verdict at Lyons, 
Ga., is that it resulted from an unjust law which 
could be used to inflict injustice on anyone, 
white or Negro, rich or poor, under guise of law. 

A determined test of the law in the courts 
should certainly be able to strike it from the 
statute books. To prevent further legal injus- 
tices, enlightened opinion in Georgia—which has 
been shown on occasion to be considerable— 
should bring the state’s monstrosity of a law to 
trial.

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Binaggio’s Unelected Representative 

As the judge of its own membership, the 
lower house of the Missouri Legislature might 
give a little thought to the man who speaks for 
Charles Binaggio, Kansas City agent of the 
Capone race wire service. He is Joseph M. Tan- 
ner, and he is sitting in a seat to which he was 
not elected. The question is whether he will be 
allowed to occupy it indefinitely. - 

Tanner was a member of the last legislature, 
but he was not cleared soon enough of a vote 
fraud indictment to seek re-election. In his 
place was elected Edward D. Reese, an osteo- 
path and also a friend of Binaggio. After the 
election, Reese said that he did not know 
whether he could go to Jefferson City. His 
practice, he indicated, kept him too busy. That 
is still his story. 

So when the Legislature assembled this week, 
Tanner appeared to take his old place. He did 
so on the theory that he is entitled to it until 
his successor qualifies for it. And that may be 
a long time. Tanner and Reese stoutly deny col- 
lusion. But the fact remains that there is a man 
in the Legislature who does not belong there. 
If the law actually sanctions anything as raw as 
this, the law-makers had better change it. 

Meanwhile, they might put it to the test by 
requesting Tanner to leave the chamber. Quite 
politely, they might ask to see ‘his certificate of 
election. There's nothing in the law which says 
they can’t do that.

MEXICO CITY. 
When President Miguel Aleman took of- 


| fice in December, 1946, he meant to most 


of Mexico nothing less than a new era. 


Few peoples—only the Mexicans, perhaps 
saw their postwar future in sunrise col- 
ors. But the traditional belief that all the 
keys to national wellbeing jingle freely in 
the right President's hands swept Aleman 
to power on a tidal wave of faith that re- 
quired him not only 
to attempt, as his 
program soberly 
promised, but to pro- 
duce: cheap plenty, 
bumper industry, and 
well-run public ; 2rv- 
ices, along with hon- 
esty, efficiency, and 
know-how in every 
Government man — 
at once. 

Today, inevitably, 
that wave has Miguel Aleman 
washed into g deep and bitter undertow 
of discontent. Talk of revolt is now again 
as commonplace as ghosts pointing the way 
to buried treasure. 


A Time of Troubles 


Today Aleman is deep in his time of tro 
bles. It is not in the popular mood to 
judge by the concrete record or to recog- 
nize the clean and competent jobs being 
done by many Administration heads. But 
the effects of the work in progress, grad- 
ually being felt, will beyond question give 
this Administration a far more creditable 
place in history than current comment in- 
dicates. 

Alenian’s program does not make thrill- 
ing reading, but it is in reality the most 
ambitious ever undertaken by any Mexican 
Administration. It conceives of the entire 
nation as one giant enterprise, with the 
Government functioning as bank, consult- 
ant, manager or foundation. 

The idea aims at mobilizing money and 
manpower in much the same ways as the 
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United States operated during the war, and 


it bases its hope on those astounding re- 
sults. The policy is: private money to be 
expected and encouraged to engage in any 


productive—as against speculative or sim- 


ply distributive—activities in which it may 
be interested; Government money and ef- 
fort to go into projects too large or too 
long-range to attract private capital. 


Land of Idle Riches 


The goal is a proficient and peaceable na- 


tion supplying its own basic needs and 
trading profitably in the world market. 
The starting-point: a land rich in resources, 
but long operated on mostly a carpet-bag 
or marginal basis; a people natively intel- 
ligent and ambitious, but occupied mainly 
in agriculture on a close to primitive level 
and accustomed to colonial, dictatorial, 
master-servant relationships. 

Measured by that standard, however, 
these are the gains to which the Aleman 
board of trustees is entitled to point with 
pride. 

Agriculture: Areas under cultivation have 
been increased from 8 to 15 per cent in ‘ttie 
principal crops, primarily by irrigation. 


Total harvests have risen in several basic’ 


Oil; In the last two years the Govern- 


ment petroleum trust has brought in more. 


oil than at any time since expropriation, 
enough for the country’s increasing needs 
and a respectable surplus for export. 


Transportation: Railroads, despite their 
age and chronic bankruptcy, have carried 
more freight and faster than at any time 
before, even during the war. Construction 
of new lines has been gingered to the noint 
of finishing a strategic road in the north- 
west. Highways continue spreading at a 
tempo that maintains a constant shortage 
of expanding trucking lines and busses. 


Some of the Gains 


Industry: Manufacturing — particularly 
heavy industry—now enjoys the tenderest 
Government interest. This means in many 
cases, even for extensions of American 
companies, Government money, along with 
tax rebates and machinery-import priori- 
ties. New, more and bigger plants, inaugu- 
rated by the President and blessed by the 
Archbishop, are regularly part of the foot- 
age in the local newsreels. 


Trade: Mine and agricultural exports 
climbing, together with the effects of im- 
port restrictions, have been narrowing the 
long-established gap between imports and 
exports, — 0 

Since most of the program is necessari- 
ly of the slow, long-range type, it is a ques- 
tion whether the full benefit of the money 
and effort invested will make for rosy de- 
nouements anywhere near the deadline in 
1952. There are two other obstacles. One 
is an acute lack of really experiented ex- 
perts in every field. The other obstacle is 
A bigger dragon, the grandpa of them all. 


The Crowning Achievement 


It is a psychological beust, a state of 
mind which is, fundamentally, hopeless- 
ness; and it is a dragon many, many gen- 
erations old. Lack of freedom, lack of op- 
portunity, lack of capital, and many other 
lacks—includigg lack of health—gave it 
birth. It now lives in an overwhelming 
number of people as lack of belief in them- 
selves, gnawing away at that vital quality 
for the success of any social system other 
than an ant-hill—individual initiative. 


Faith in that quality is written into every 
humdrum line of the Aleman program. 
The theme-poster of his campaign was 8 
symbol—the huddled Indian—boldly crossed 
out, sloganed “This Is Over!” Whether Ale- 
man's keynote caught the spirit of his peo- 
ple or they caught his, the fact is that it 
turned out to be not propaganda. 


The significant story of the Aleman 
regime is to be found there: A people ac- 
customed to expect its Government to pro- 
vide is taking on the job itself, by the tens 
of thousands, and, moreover, itself taking 
the credit for it.

If the 
translation is lacking in over-all lucidity, 
if the reader finds himself understanding 
sentences and whole paragraphs only to 
be perplexed by the meaning of the page, 
the same is surely true of the French.

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 


today it would be “idiotic” for Con- 


gress to handle labor legislation in 
two steps, as urged by the AFL 
and CIO. 

Taft told a reporter that “one- 
package” treatment is inevitable. 
He predicted also that all major 
gections of the Taft-Hartley Law 


will survive the Administration’s 
drive to repeal the measure. 

Representative Lesinski (Dem.), 
Michigan, who is chairman of the 
House Labor Committee, took a 
different view yesterday. Lesin- 
ski, who had been plugging for 
one-package legislation, said the 
two-step plan urged by the AFL 
and CIO might be more practicable. 
He expressed his opinion after at- 
tending a conference with AFL 
leaders who had denounced the 
one-package plan. 

First Meeting of Committee. 

Taft expressed his opinions in 
advance of the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee’s first meeting of the ses- 
sion, late this afternoon. Taft is 
the ranking Republican member 
of the committee, now controlled 
by the Democrats. 

President Truman’s program 
calls for getting rid of the Taft- 
Hartley Law, restoring the old 
Wagner Act and making “certain 
improvements” in that act. He 
has said the way to achieve the 
change is up to ss. 

Organized labor wants Congress 
to tackle the program in two 
steps. A first bill would provide 
for Taft-Hartley Law repeal and 
Wagner Act restoration. A second. 
to be handled later, would deal 
with the Wagner Act changes Tru- 
man is seeking. 


Unions’ Contention. 

The unions’ goal is to get the 
Taft-Hartley Law off the books 
quickly so they will know where 
they stand when new contract ne- 
gotiations start soon with manage- 
ment. They contend that contro- 
Versy over Wagner Act changes 
would delay Taft-Hartley repeal. 

On the procedure angle, Taft 
has some influential Democratic 
support. 

Senator Myers (Dem.), Pennsyl- 

Vania, deputy majority leader, 
happened to come by while Taft 
was stating his views. Myers is 
backing Truman’s program, but he 
remarked that Taft’s ideas on the 
Single-package idea represent “the 
only practical way.” 
Senator Lucas of Illinois, the 
new Democratic floor leader, al- 
ready has come out for the one- 
step procedure.

Measure to Set Up De- 
partment of Welfare

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP)— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
said today that he and two col 
leagues are seeking President Tru- 
man’s go-ahead on a vast new 
public health program. 

Pepper told a reporter the group 
is urging the Administration to 
back a single piece of legislation 
which would wrap up Truman’s 
national health insurance plan 
with six other related proposals. 

Representative Miller (Rep.), 
Nebraska, introduced a bill today 
to provide for a federal Depart- 
ment of National Health and Wel- 
fare, to be headed by a Cabinet 
officer. ne Ni 

The Pepper-backed proposal for 
one big health measure is getting 
Administration study. 

Pepper and Senators Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, and Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, already have 
discussed the idea with Federal 
Security Administrator Oscar R. 
Ewing, it was learned. Ewing re- 
portedly promised to study the 
matter and decide whether to take 
it up with the President. 

Pepper said that besides health 
insurance, such an omnibus bill 
would provide for: 

1. Increased federal aid for 
hospital construction. 

2. Medical research, 

3. Federal aid to 
schools and students. 

4. A nurses recruiting pro- 
gram. 

5. Expansion of the United 

States Public Health Service. 

6. A dental program. 

In his state of the union mes- 
sage, Truman renewed his request 
for universal health insurance. 
The program would be financed 
generally by payroll taxes. 

An Administration bill to carry 
it out already has been intro- 
duced, It faces stiff opposition 
both within Congress and from 
the American Medical Association. 

Pepper said the other phases of 
the more comprehensive program 
he has in mind undoubtedly would 
go before Congress in separate 
bills if they are not lumped to- 
gether. 

“Each phase is aimed at the 
same objective — improvement of 
the health of all of our people,” 
Pepper said. “So why not put 
them all together and do a real 
job of it?” 

Pepper said he has no intention 
of pressing for full-scale opera- 
tion of such a program at the 
outset.

Without tax exemption, Chair- 
man Arthur A. Blumeyer pointed 
out, rents would be too high for 
the class of tenants intended to be 
benefited by such projects. 

Raising of Cost Limit. 

As to the first obstacle, Blu- 
meyer expects the new federal 
legislation to raise the $1200-per- 
room limit to conform to present 
construction costs and he believes 
recent revisions in the city build- 
ing code will permit cheaper types 
of construction.

JURY AWARD TO MRS. WEISERT 
FOR BOND TRANSFER REVERSED 


‘The Missouri Supreme Court has 
reversed the decision of a St. 
Louis Circuit Court jury which 
awarded $19,175 to Mrs. Johanna 
Weisert, 3542 Crittenden street, in 
a suit against Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
T. Bramman, 3869 Juniata street. 

Mrs. Weisert, 73 years old, is 
the widow of Albert Weisert, to- 
bacco manufacturer, and Mrs. 
Bramman is her stepdaughter. In 
1945 Mrs. Weisert sued the Bram- 
mans, seeking $50,000 punitive 
damages and return of Laclede 
Gas Co. bonds valued at $12,750. 
She alleged the Brammans in 1940

Establishment of a medical 
school with a four-year curriculum 
tliat the University of Missouri 
[Where a two-year program now is 
im effect, was urged last night by 
Dr. Wallis Smith of Springfield, 

Mo., president-elect of the Mis- 
souri State Medical Association. 
He spoke at the installation dinner 
of the St. Louis County Medical 
Society at the Sheraton Hotel. 

“Missouri offers little opportu 
nity for its medical students at 
the state university” he said. “Mis- 
souri is surrounded by states that 
have their own state medical 
schools, with four-year courses, 
and naturally, these states favor 
their own students.” 

He said the council of the state 
medical association had met with 
members of the board of curators 
of the University of Missouri “and 
all present at that meeting held 
just before Christmas, acknowl- 
edged thd need for a four-year 
medical school in this state.”

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| Rudy Vallee, Former Radio Star, Gets New Lease on Show Life

oe NEW YORK, Jan. 13. 

HADES of 1028, look who's back on Broadway! Rudy 
— but locking much younger than a man 

of 47 has a decent right to, drifted out on the stage of 
“Toast of the Town,” the C.BS. television show (Sundays 
9 p.m. E. S. T.) and set the place ablaze. It must have come as 
quite a shock to everyone except Vallee who has always pos- 
sessed overwhelming self-confidence. 

It certainly came as a surprise to me. I have rather idly 


kept track of Vallee's acting career for 20-odd years now 


with diminishing hope. I sat through his early movies, a 
painful experience; I have before me Brooks Atkinson’s re- 
view of Vallee’s stage appearance in “The Man in Possession” 
(1989): “He is reported as willing to spend considerable time 
to learn the profession. To judge by his acting last evening, 
the apprentice period is going to be long enough to try the 
patience of his friends,” wrote Atkinson. . 

Just two years ago I wrote sorrowfully of Vallee’s lament- 
able radio program: “Bandleaders just aren’t comedians and 
never will be. Vallee still approaches a comedy line with the 
enthusiasm and innocence of a barroom acquaintance telling 
you what Bert Lehr said last night.” Well, I take it all back. 
In his more recent movies, Vallee seems to have caught the 
hang of the thing. The apprentice period, as Mr. Atkinson 
predicted, has been long enough to try the patience of a saint 
much less a critic. But it’s over now and Vallee is entitled 
to great praise for perseverance alone. 


tremely self-possessed Vallee walked out on the stage, ex- 

changed pleasantries with Ed Sullivan, the emcee, displayed 
a dry and fetching humor and sang a whole roster of his old 
favorites. He dwelt a little too long on the hardships of his 
early career which couldn't really have been so severe since 
he was making hatfuls of money before he left college. 

The songs— Deep Night,“ “I’m Just a Vagabond Lover,” 
“Kansas City Kitty,” “Maine Stein Song,” “If You Were the 
Only Girl In the World,” Betty Coed”—took me back 20 
years more rapidly than I care to travel. Vallee’s voice is 
still thin, nasal and almost non-existent but it has picked 
up authority.

He’d make a fine emcee of a tele- 
vision variety show of his own. Since Ed Sullivan, the emcee 
of “Toast of the Town,” has just written an essay deploring 
writers who try to take jobs from other writers, I'd Jike to

“Toast of the Town.” I just think he’d make a good emcee 
somewhere or other on television.

EIGLER Number One has giv- 
Z en up the ghost. The miners, 

last of a long procession which 
has moved through its tunnels in 
the past 45 years, have gone. A 
crew of workmen is removing the 
equipment, most of which will go 
for salvage. 


Ordinarily the abandonment of 


a played-out coal mine would oc- 
casion little comment outside min- 
ing circles, but the Zeigler Num- 
ber One is no ordinary mine. It 
opened the coal fields of Franklin 
county, later to become the great- 
est coal-producing area in Illinois. 
It gave up some 40,000,000 tons of 
the stuff during its time, and in 
1928 it set a record of 9000 tons 
in one day. 

It took its toll of lives in doing 
it, too. One explosion killed 47 
men. Another, a few years later, 
killed 26. Others died in smaller 
explosions and fires. However, it 
was neither coal production nor 
loss of lives that brought the first 
fame to Zeigler Number One, It 
first became famous because big 
Joe Leiter was determined to run 
a non-union mine. His stubborn- 
ness made of Zeigler an embat- 
tled town, surrounded by stock-~ 
ades, machine guns and searcn- 
lights, and led to pitched battles, 
ambushed trains and a number of 
deaths.. 

Joe Leiter’s father, Levi Zeigler 
Leiter, made millions in the Chi- 
cago stockyards in the last cen- 
tury, and young Joe, seeking to 
increase the family fortune, de- 
cided to venture into the mining 
business. He picked southern IIli- 
nois and Franklin county. The year 
was 1902, and there were active 
mines in nearby Perry county and 
adjoining Williamson county. Lei- 
ter bought several thousand acres, 
got mineral rights on several 
thousand more, and went into 
business, The architect who de- 
signed the mine had the distinc- 
tion of having designed the first 
ferris wheel for the Chicago Expo- 
sition of 1893. This seems in 
retrospect a strange recommenda- 
tion for mine building, but appar- 
ently it was well planned and 
executed. The shaft was 400 feet 
deep and the shelf coal was from 
seven to 14 feet deep, averaging 
nine feet. ee. 

When the mine had been sunk 
Leiter set out to build a town to 
go with it. The same architect 
designed the town, taking Wash- 
ington, D. C., as his model. The 
center of the town is a circle, with 
streets running from it like the 
spokes of a wheel. In the center 
was the company’s office building. 
Around it and facing it were busi- 
ness buildings, including a com- 
pany store. Leiter built cottages 
for “the workmen, eomplete with 
running water, which rented at 
$6 to $9 a month, depending upon

the number of rooms, which ran 
from three to six. 

He 180 built a ~chool, a small 
hospital, and other buildings. He 
gave the town his father’s middle 
name Zeigler. It was unincorpo- 
rated. Leiter owned the whcle 
shooting match. He built a two- 
story write frame house facing 
the circular square, where he and 
his wife lived when he was at 
Zeigler, and he operated in baro- 
nial style. He had a couple of 
bob-tailed horses hitched to a var- 
nished coach and the coachman 
who drove him about his town 
wore a coat with big brass but- 
tons and a shiny top hat. That 
he held himself in high regard 
was evidenced when he built his 
engine room at the mine and had 
the date “2902” cut in the corner- 
stone. He explained that he was 
a good thousand years ahead of 
his time. :

HE first quarrel between Leit- 


er and his miners resulted be- 
cause Leiter had the newest 


and the best of everything, in- 


cluding an electric loading ma- 
chine. Leiter said it would han- 
dle 500 tons a day. The men said 
it would handle 75 tons. If it han- 
died 500, they would make wages 
equal to the scale. Otherwise 
they wouldn't. Joe stood by his 
machine, the men stood by their 
experience in mining. On July 
8, 1904, notices were posted that 
all persons who had been con- 
nected -with the mine but were 
not now at work were to get out 
of not only their houses, but clear 
out of town. They started leav- 
ing. Leiter said if they wouldn’t 
work, he could get men who 
would. 

The United Mine Workers of 
America came to the aid of the 
miners, and they started building 
a camp midway between Zeigler 
and the nearby town of Christo- 
pher. The mihers erected tents

with wooden floors, dug a well, 
and moved in to set the thing out. 
Leiter started moving in a bunch 
of plug-uglies from Chicago and 
St. Louis, most of whom were 
hired as guards. Zeigler and the 
surrounding area was sh off 
from the rest of the world” This 
applied even to the roads and rail- 
roads. Guards patrolled every 
road and lane, and no one got 
through without a pass signed by 
Joe Leiter. The trains were 
stopped the same way, and even 
if a man had a ticket to Zeigler, 
he found himself dumped on the 
prairie several miles out of town. 

There were. six guard stations 


‘around the town, connected by a 


telephone system so the guards 
could communicate in case of at- 
tack at any point. The guards 
had been equipped with .44 caliber 
navy Colt revolvers and they were 
said to have performed their du- 
ties with the zeal borne of unac- 
customed authority and possession 
of a gun. In short, they were 
trigger-happy. There were fre- 
quent skirmishes between the 
miners and the guards, and when 
word got out that an incoming 
train was bringing in non-union 
miners, the workmen would pour 
a rain of lead at the incoming 
train from the trees and bushes 
along the right of way. 


‘This went on through the sum- 
mer of, 1904. Leiter finally shut 
the town off competely by erecting 
a high barrier surrounding the 
mine and several hundred adjoin- 
ing acres. From the battleship 
Maine he obtained a huge search- 
light which he installed atop the 
tipple, and at night it played con-
